Here on Cape Cod, rain is vital. So 
if it alters plans, be noble and think of 
the ecological aspects of the situation! 
Sand and pine forests are the stuff of 
which the Cape is made. Water sifts 
through the sandy soil, and there is lit- 
tle else to contain the moisture. 

The pines grow ever drier when 
there are weather stretches without 
rain, and the terrain becomes like a tin- 
derbox with the danger of fire alarm- 
ingly high. Check a fire index sometime 
— there is a big one at the entrance to 
popular Nickerson State Park in Brew- 
ster — and you will be surprised at how 
quickly after a rainfall the pendulum 
starts swinging back upward. 

Still — none of us can be expected 
to spend a rainy day dwelling upon the 
value of the wet stuff dripping down 
beyond the windowpanes. Sooner or 
later the question arises, ‘‘What to do?” 

Often my personal answer is to take 
a walk on the beach. When this sur- 
prises people, | can’t refrain from point- 
ing out that there’s nothing new about 
getting wet on Cape Cod! 

There are, to be sure, a couple of 
requisites for rainy day beach walking. 
People on the Cape should be equip- 
ped with foul-weather gear. This means 
good, waterproof covering — not 
flimsy, town-type raingear. 

The covering should extend to 
one’s head. Feet, at least from my point 
of view, are not that important. Except 
in the middle of winter, | do my beach 
walking barefoot. In cool weather | 
wear sneakers, and have a spare pair in 
the car for a dry change. In really cold 
weather | slip on lined boots, still keep- 
ing a pair of dry sneakers in the car. 

It is also a good idea to have a dry 
coat or sweater stashed away, plus a 
couple of fair-sized towels. The only 
discomfort to walking the beaches on a 
rainy day is having to ride home wet, 
and with a little forethought this isn’t 
necessary. Also, a welcome note is a 


thermos of coffee or hot chocolate, 


even in the middle of summer. 


Margaret Koehler of Orleans writes prolifically about the 
Cape for national and regional magazines.

The beach is a different world on a 
rainy day. This is a good time to find 
shells or driftwood, or many-colored 
stones, polished by the sea. It is inter- 
esting to make a collection of stones of 
just one color — perhaps opaque white 
ones. These are great, later, for planters 
at home. 

If you've a yen for things old, rainy 
days are perfect for ‘‘antiquing’’ and the 
Cape is all but adrift with antique shops. 

Nudging the really valuable old 
things off the shelves in most shops, 
these days, are more recent items 
lumped under the generic name, ‘‘col- 
lectibles.’’ Hopefully, these are tomor- 
row’s antiques, and they bear, or 
should bear, lower price tags. They 
range from the currently popular de- 
pression glass’’ — tableware made in 
the ‘thirties that is usually found in pas- 
tel colors, with lacy patterns — to glass 
telephone insulators, pottery, all sorts 
of things. 

Even people who have never consi- 
dered themselves hoarders tend to 
become collection-minded on Cape 
Cod, and there is literally something for 
everyone. If talk about trains makes you 
nostalgic, railroad memorabilia might 
be a collection choice; or a woman who 
sews could amass a fascinating assort-

ment of thimbles. 

Whatever, the Cape is a good place 
to start a collection. 

Rainy days are also excellent catch- 
up times. They give one the chance to 
do the indoor things that are highly 
interesting in their own right, without 
spending any ‘‘beach time.” From one 
end of the Cape to the other there are 
all sorts of attractions that fall into this 
category. 

Although not properly ‘‘on the 
Cape,” the country’s oldest nail man- 
ufacturer is across the Bourne Bridge in 
nearby Wareham, and is well worth a 
visit — the Tremont Nail Company, 
which is still in business and usually 
offers guided tours during the season. 

On this side of the Bridges, the 
Aptucxet Trading Post, off Monument 
Neck Road in Bourne, makes a good 
rainy day stop. This old building dates 
back to the days when the Dutch traded 
in these parts, and in addition to much 
of older historic interest there is now a 
replica of a saltworks — these having 
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cape cod’s 
finest fashion shop 

Visit the happiest shop on the Cape 
— long famous for its wonderful col- 
lections of beautiful clothes for dis- 
criminating ladies — unusual odd- 
ments and gifts — and the cheerful, 
personal attention that is so hard to 
find nowadays. It’s always fun to shop 
at BETH BISHOP.

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played a vital role in the Cape Cod of 
a century or so ago — with two salt- 
making trays in operation and the salt 
derived from them available as a 
souvenir item. 

In Sagamore, which is Bourne’s 
neighbor along the Cape Cod Canal, 
you Can visit the Pairpoint Glass Works 
— in the shadow of the Sagamore 
Bridge — where glass is made according 
to the same formulas used in the fa- 
mous old work once located in New 
Bedford. 

But it is Sandwich, next town along 
Route 6A, that is real glass country, and 
some of the most beautiful examples of 
the glass made in the Sandwich Factory 
over a century ago can now be seen in 
the Sandwich Glass Museum. 

There is also a fascinating ‘‘Yes- 
teryear’” doll museum in Sandwich, and 
a variety of interesting displays ranging 
from antique autos to antique toy sol- 
diers at the Heritage Plantation, just 
outside town. The Hoxie House, 
believed to be the oldest house on the 
Cape and a perfect example of a classi- 
cal ‘‘salt box’’ is in Sandwich too, and 
is open to the public. 

Continuing ‘‘down’”’ the Cape 
(which means heading towards Prov- 
incetown) North-Shore Barnstable has 
exhibits of local interest in the Donald 
G. Trayser Museum, which is near the 
traffic lights in the center of the village 
on Route 6A. Yarmouth, next town 
‘“‘down,”’ has some very interesting old 
houses open to the public — try the 
Captain Bangs Hallett House which is 
on the Common in Yarmouth Port. 

Dennis, continuing on along 6A, is 
the town where so many of the famous 
clipper ships were made in older days 
— these in the Shiverick Shipyard, 
which is no more. Dennis can also claim 
the highest spot on Cape Cod — Scargo 
Hill, which attains a lofty 350 feet! 

Brewster, still going along 6A, has 
a Sealand, a Wild Animal Farm, and an 
old mill where corn is still ground dur- 
ing the summer. But a better rainy-day 
choice might be the Drummer Boy 
Museum, where there is an excellent 
pictorial exhibit of the American Revolu- 
tion, this particularly appropriate with 
the Bicentennial coming up shortly. The 
Cape Cod Museum of Natural History, 
in West Brewster, is also a fascinating 
spot to visit. 


Lp 


For many years Orleans, at the 
bend of the Cape, played a major role 
in the world’s communication net- 
works. The transatlantic cable from 
France terminated here, and the old 
Cable Company headquarters has been 
made into a museum. Don’t miss this 
one, on the corner of Cove Road and 
Route 28. 

Eastham, just beyond Orleans, is 
the gateway to the Cape Cod National 
Seashore. There are exhibits at the Salt 
Pond Visitor Center just off Route 6, a 
free movie about the Cape, and all sorts 
of information about what to do on all 
sorts of days. 


Wellfleet has a historical museum 
on its Main Street which gives one a real 
sense of the Cape’s old whaling days 
history. Truro also has a historical 
museum in the old Highland House, 
which is on the left as one approaches 
Highland Light — and on a rainy day the 
Light looks so different. 

Provincetown, at the tip of it all, is 
ideal for rainy-day wandering. Park your 
car and walk along narrow Commercial 
Street. You can always duck in some- 
where for a bowl of Portuguese soup or 
an expresso, and you are guaranteed 
plenty of ‘‘atmosphere” along with it.

Along the South, Nantucket Sound 
side of the Cape — on Route 28 — all 
paths lead to Hyannis, hub town and 
major shopping center.

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WALLACE BASSFORD

Tucked away at Miles Standish 
Pond in picturesque North Truro is 
the North Truro School of Art. Here 
Wallace Bassford, known nationally 
for his imaginative portraiture of 
women, including at times the 
female form, and of floral still life, 
holds forth in his other role of 
instructor and school director. 

A brilliant painter of women is 
this man Bassford. His style is eleg- 
ant, distinguished and provocative. 
His mood is poetic and carries 
through, full strength, to the final 
flick of his brush. 

A dreamlike quality — backed 
by excellent draftsmanship, superb- 
ly controlled vigor and color — 
lifts his canvases to heights of 
impressionistic art. 

Now Wallace Bassford has 
added another bow to his string: 
sculpture. As art critic Lawrence 
Dame of the Palm Beach (Fla.) Post- 
Times quotes Bassford on the sub- 
ject: “Of course, I’m not switching 
from paint. | teach in all media, and

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one day | said to myself, ‘Why not 
model in clay, too, and see how that 
turns out?’ I’m getting a big thrill 
from the whole process of convert- 
ing into bronze.” 

Yet Dame recalls Bassford’s 
‘luscious, rapturously painted semi- 
nudes, the Bassford girls who are 
modern versions, free from all 
restrictive poses, of the Gibson 
Girls that Charles Dana Gibson pre- 
sented to an adoring public in pre- 
World War I times.” 

So Bassford’s girls now emerge 
from clay beginnings to delectable 
bronzes. While these sculptured 
feminine forms today measure no 
higher than 13 inches, it appears a 
certainty that the future will othe: 
forth larger versions, retaining all 
the Seal impact of his ‘‘little’’ 
women. 

Geared to the needs of his 
student-artists is Bassford’s new 
color-slide presentation, which fol- 
lows his art processes from original 
sketch to finished painting, and is 
accompanied by his taped voice of 
instruction. Of course, his popular 
book, ‘‘Painting the Female Figure,” 
is always available. 

A word about Bassford the 
man. Born in St. Louis, he was for- 
tunate during his formative years to 
have the advantages of association 
with creative notables such as artists 
George McManus and Joseph Pen- 
nell who visited the Bassford home 
and influenced the teen-ager to 
embark on an artistic career. While 
attending St. Louis School of Fine 
Arts at Washington University, he 
served as a political cartoonist for 
the old St. Louis Times. 

Reserved in manner, Bassford 
possesses the personal qualities so 
important to a portrait painter who 
must be attuned to the social 
graces. 

His work is represented in the 
collections of William Randolph 
Hearst, Jr., DeBeers Diamonds Col- 
lections, New York Graphic Society, 
and the Bassford Room of the posh 
Boca Raton Club in Florida, among 
others, and includes legitimate por- 
traits of Mrs. G. C. Arnold of Palm 
Beach, Fla., and Nantucket and Jean 


Van Arsdale of Provincetown and 
Naples, Fla. 

Bassford paintings may also be 
viewed at his North Truro studio 
here on the Cape, as well as in the 
Grand Central Galleries, New York, 
and in Florida in the Palm Beach 
Galleries and the Naples Art Gal- 
lery. 

His painting demonstrations are 
a feature of his Cape summer teach- 
ing course; reservations are an 
absolute must. 

So, Cape Playbill readers, 
you've learned a bit about Wallace 
Bassford, the man and his work.
